REMARKS 

Claims 1-18 were examined and reported in the Office Action. Claims 14-18 are 
withdrawn. Claims 1, 5, 7-10, 12 and 13 are amended. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. However, the Examiner has indicated that Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten 
or amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, and Claims 2-13 
would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, 
set forth in the August 25, 2004 Office Action, and to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. Additionally, regarding the rejection of Claims 1-13 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, Applicant submits that the amendments to Claims 1, 5, 7-10, 
12 and 13 also resolves the lack of proper antecedent basis for the term "the entire structure" in 
Claim 1, the term "said each microelectrode" in claim 9, the terms "said wiring" and "said 
wirings" in claim 12, and the terms "each microheater", "to wiring", "pad" and "each pad" in 
claim 13. 

Accordingly, Claims 1, 5, 7-10, 12 and 13 have been amended to overcome the rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph. 

In view of such amendments, it is submitted the claims pending for examination, namely 
Claims 1-13 are in condition for allowance.
